This Indenture made the thirtieth day of December in the Eleventh 
year of the reign of George the second of Great Britain and King, Anno 
Domini, one thousand seven hundred and thirty-seven, between Timothy 
Stedham of Christina Hundred in the County of New Castle upon 
Delaware, Yeoman, on the one part and James Chalmers of Willington 
in the hundred of Christina aforesaid merchant and James Hutchinsson 
of the same place marriner and William Kirkpatrick and Archibald 
Biard both of Christina Hundred aforesaid Yeoman, Trustees of the 
Presbyterian Church on the other part. 


Whereas, one Tymen Stedham, grandfather to the said Timothy 
Stedham by virtue of a patent from the late Hon’ble Col’n’! Francis 
Lovelace, Govern’r of York under his Highness the late James, Duke 
of York, but afterward James the Second of Great Britain and King, 
became lawfully seized as in his demeasne Fee of, and, in a certain 
parcel of land situated in Christina Hundred aforesaid and Beginning 
at Brandywine Kill and stretching in length to the Rattlesnake Kill 
and in breadth from the Rattlesnake Path in a like breadth to his house. 
To hold to him his heirs and assigns forever, as by the said patent bear- 
ing date the Third day of May Anno Domini 1671 may further appear. 


And Whereas the said Tymen Stedham being so lawfully seized 
made his last will and testament in writing in which among other things 
he did devise in these words (to wit) and as to the land and its appurte- 
nances the same shall be my childrens equally shared and enjoyed except 
my daughter Ingebor Stedham, who shall have for her part of share 
thereof one young steer and one cow as by the said will and testament

bearing date the first day of February Anno Domini 1686 may appear, 
after which the said Tymen Stedham died seized as aforesaid of ye said 
land with its appurtenances. And the said will was duly proved accord- 
ing to law and registered in the Register Gen’ls Office in New Castle. 


And Whereas the said Timothy Stedham party to these presents 
son and heir of the late Luloff Stedham deceased, who was son and heir 
of the said recited Tymen Stedham by his right of inheritance or by 
some other good right in law became and is and doth stand lawfully 
seized of the said recited lands with their appurtenances as mentioned 
and con in the said recited patent, and that as in his demeasne 
of fee now this Indenture Witnesseth, that the said Timothy Stedham 
for and in consideration of the sum of three pounds lawful current 
money of this government of New Castle etc., to him in hand paid at or 
before the ensealing and delivery of these presents by the said James 
Chalmers, James Hutchinsson, William Kirkpatrick and Archibald 
Biard the receipt whereof the said Timothy Stedham doth hereby 
acknowledge and himself therewith fully satisfied, contented and paid 
and thereof and of every part and parcel thereof doth hereby release, 
acquit, exonerate and forever discharge the said James Chalmers, James 
Hutchinsson, William Kirkpatrick and Archibald Biard and their suc- 
cessors the Trustees, overseers and elders and all others the congrega- 
tion and members of the said Presbyterian Church and their successors 
forever by these presents, and as well for and in consideration and to 
the intent that all and singular the lot of land hereafter in these presents 
described, bargained and sold or mentioned so to be with the appurte- 
mances may remain and enure unto the said James Chalmers, James 
Hutchinsson, William Kirkpatrick and Archibald Biard and their suc- 
cessors the Trustees, overseers and elders of the said Presbyterian 
Church forever for a meeting house, burying ground and such other 
good and pius uses as to the said James Chalmers, James Hutchinsson, 
William Kirkpatrick and Archibald Biard and their successors the Trus- 
tees, overseers and elders of the said Presbyterian Church (by the con- 
gregation thereof and their successors continually forever hereafter to 


be chosen) or a majority of them shall at any time hereafter seem most 


fitting and convenient. 
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‘Hath granted, bargained, sold aliened, released, enfeoffed and 
confirmed and by these presents doth grant, bargain, sell, alien, release, 
enfeoff and confirm unto the said James Chalmers, James Hutchinsson, 
William Kirkpatrick and Archibald Biard and their successors etc., as 
aforesaid a certain lot or parcel of the afore recited lands and situated 
in Willingtown aforesaid and Beginning at the stake standing in the 
East side of Market Street in Willingtown aforesaid and in the North- 
east side of the great road leading to the rocks; thence south forty-eight 
degrees and a half East thirteen perches and nine parts to another stake, 
standing in the Northeast side of the said Road and in the West side of 
King Street thence up the West side of King Street North thirty-two 
degrees East twelve perches and forty-eight parts to another stake in the 
west side of King Street; thence North fifty-eight degrees West thirteen 
perches and seventy-six parts to another stake in the east side of Market 
Street; thence South thirty-two degrees West ten perches and seventy- 
six parts to the place of Beginning. Containing one acre of land the 
same more or less, within the said boundaries. 


Together with all and singular the edifices, buildings, fences, rights, 
liberties, ways, easements, profits, heredilaments and appurtenances 
thereunto belonging or of right in any wise appertaining, with the rever- 
sions, remainders, rents, issues, and profits thereof with all the estate 
rights, titles, interest, property, claim, and demand of the said Timothy 
Stedham of, in, and to the same with true copies of all deeds, writings, 
evidences and court polls touching or concerning the same to be drawn 
at the proper cost and charges of the said James Chalmers, James 
Hutchinsson, William Kirkpatrick and Archibald Biard and their suc- 
cessors The Trustees as aforesaid. 


To Have and To Hold the said acre of land as above described 
with all and singular other the premises hereby granted or mentioned 
to be granted with their appurtenances unto the said James Chalmers, 
James Hutchinsson, William Kirkpatrick and Archibald Biard and their 
successors the Trustees, overseers and Elders of the said Presbyterian 
Church to the only proper use and behoof of the said James Chalmers, 
James Hutchinsson, William Kirkpatrick and Archibald Biard and their 
successors the Trustees, overseers and Elders of the said Presbyterian 
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Church for the use of a meeting house, burying ground, and such other 
pius uses forever as the said James Chalmers, James Hutchinsson, Wil- 
liam Kirkpatrick and Archibald Biard and their successors the Trustees, 
overseers and Elders of the said Presbyterian Church (by the congrega- 
tion thereof and their successors continually forever hereafter to be 
chosen) or a majority of them shall at any time hereafter see most 
fitting and convenient and to no other use, intent or purpose whatsoever 
and further it is convenient between the said parties that the said 
Timothy Stedham and his heirs the said one acre of land as above 
described with all and singular other the premises hereby granted or 
mentioned to be granted with their and every of their appurtenances 
unto the said James Chalmers, James Hutchinsson, William Kirkpatrick 
and Archibald Biard, and their successors the Trustees, Overseers, and 
Elders of the said Church for the uses aforesaid against him the said 
Timothy Stedham and his heirs and against all and all manner of per- 
sons lawfully claiming or to claim by, from, or under him, them, or 
any of them, shall and will warrant and forever defend by these presents 
and that free and clear or otherwise by the said Timothy Stedham his 
heirs, executors and administrators at all times forever hereafter sufh- 
ciently saved and kept harmless of and from all and all manner of other 
former gifts, grants, bargains, sales, leases, releases, jointures, dowers, 
titles or claims of dowries, wills, entails, mortgages, judgments, execu- 
tions, troubles, and incumbrances whatsoever heretofore by the said - 
Timothy Stedham hath been, had made, committed, ommitted, or done 
(the quitrents hereafter arising or becoming due for the same to the 
chief lord or lords of the fee thereof only excepted or fore siezed). 
And lastly the said Timothy Stedham and his heirs and all others claim- 
ing any estate, right, title or property of, in, or to the said bargained 
premises or any part thereof by, from, or under him, them or any of 
them shall and will all times forever hereafter at the reasonable request 
cost and charges in the law of them the said James Chalmers, James 
Hutchinsson, William Kirkpatrick and Archibald Biard and their suc- 
cessors the Trustees, Overseers, and Elders as aforesaid make, so suffer, 
acknowledge and execute all and every such other reasonable act or 
acts, things, devises, etc., as assurances in the law whatsoever for the 
further and more better assuring and suremaking at all and singular 
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the said one acre, of land as above described with all and singular and 
other the premises hereby granted or mentioned to be granted with their 
appurtenances unto the said James Chalmers, James Hutchinsson, Wil- 
liam Kirkpatrick and Archibald Biard and their successors and Trustees, 
Overseers and Elders of the said Presbyterian Church for the aforesaid 
by the said James Chalmers, James Hutchinsson, William Kirkpatrick 
and Archibald Biard and their successors Trustees as aforesaid or by 
their council learned in the law shall be reasonably advised or required.

In March 1638, two vessels from Sweden under the command of 
Peter Minuit entered the Delaware Bay and proceeded up the river, and 
moored opposite the natural wharf of stone known as the ROCKs, on 
the north bank of the Christiana River, now within the limits of the 
City of Wilmington. Twelve expeditions in all were sent from Sweden. 
The land was taken up in the name of Queen Christina of Sweden and 
called New Sweden. After seventeen years the Dutch with Peter Stuy- 
vesant in command captured the forts, and the country along the Dela- 
ware became a part of New Netherland. The English in turn drove 
out the Dutch in 1664 and the whole of the country was granted to 
James, Duke of York, afterwards James II. The English governor, 
Lovelace and later Andross, ordered the settlers to either take out grants 
or renew their titles under the Duke of York. Accordingly one Tymen 
Stiddin, a Swedish settler and physician who had been living here since 
the time of Governor Risingh in 1654, received a grant on May 23, 
1671 for the land that is the northern part of Wilmington, which lies 
between the rivers Christiana and Brandywine. 


No settlement worthy of the name existed in this area until 1732. 
Then Thomas Willing, who had married Catherine Justison Scott and 
received on September 26, 1731, the land between Poplar and West 
Streets, and south of Seventh, from his father-in-law, Andrew Justison, 
planned to build a town on the Christiana and offered lots for sale. 


In 1735, William Shipley from Upper Darby, a prosperous mem- 
ber of the Society of Friends, bought land, and by 1737 a number of 
his acquaintances having followed, a petition was made for a charter 
for the Borough of Willingtown. 


By this time a number of so-called Scotch-Irish had settled here 
and there being no place of Presbyterian worship nearer than New 
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Castle, these people, very strict in their church-going habits, desired to 
build a Meeting House in the settlement then called Willingtown. 
Timothy Stidham, a grandson of Tymen Stidden, now sold an acre of 
land to these Presbyterians. The deed dated December 30, 1737, re- 
corded in the Recorder of Deeds Office, Wilmington, Delaware (Book 
M-Vol. I, Page 111) is copied as recorded, on another page. 


The property lay north of the Road to the Rocks, and between 
Market and King Streets, and was sold for the sum of “three pounds 
of lawful current money of this government of New Castle’. The 
Road to the Rocks followed an old Indian trail from Rattlesnake Run 
diagonally to the landing place of the Swedes on the Christiana River. 
It crossed Market Street a short distance above the present Ninth Street, 
and was closed by legislature enactment in 1796. 


The corner-stone had been laid and the church completed in 1740, 
as the date in the north wall of the old building indicated. The struc- 
ture was of brick, gable roofed, and fashioned within after the pre- 
vailing style of church architecture of that day. The desk of the pulpit 
was elevated to a level with the curve of the ceiling, a large sounding 
board being placed above. The seats were commodious with high 
straight backs. 


The hopes of the members to build and maintain a place of wor- 
ship were only partially realized. They were burdened with debt and 
in 1741, two of the trustees, Captain Chambers and Hutchinson, called 
“undertakers” in the Minutes of the Synod, appeared before the Com- 
mittee and requested financial assistance as the following minute indi- 
cates :— 


“The committee for the fund met, and overturned, that pursuant 
to the supplication of the undertakers of the meeting-house at Wil- 
mington, viz: Capt. Chambers and Capt. Hutchinson, representing the 
difficulties that attend defraying the charges of that meeting-house, the 
sum of ten pounds be given out of the fund for the aforesaid use, and 
that the Synod lend to said use upon sufficient security, the sum of 
thirty pounds, if said sum can be had next fall, free from interest for 
three years, and that the same be repaid at ten pounds a year. And 
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in case nO money come into the Synod’s fund, that the Synod agree to 
pay the interest of fifty pounds for five years if required.” 


On May 31, 1746, the following order was given by the Synod:— 


“Ordered, That the Presbytery of New Castle inquire before our 
next to whom the Synod shall pay what remains of the money promised 
to Wilmington, and give the person to whom they judge it due, an 
order on the Synod for it.” 


The matter still was before the Synod in 1747 but on May 28, 
“ ... The affair of Wilmington decided.” 


Nor were the members able to support a minister. Occasional 
supplies were sent by Presbytery and at length the Reverend Robert 
Cathcart supplied every fourth Sunday. This continued until his death 
in 1754. In 1759 the Reverend William McKennan came occasionally. 
In 1761 he began to give half of his time to the Wilmington Church 
and the rest to Red Clay Creek Church. Records show that five years 
later Mr. McKennan began to give more time to the people of Wil- 
mington and the congregation increasing under this more regular min- 
istry, in June, 1771, a petition was sent to Presbytery for supplies on 
those Sabbaths Mr. McKennan was absent at Red Clay Creek Church. 


The Reverend Joseph Smith, who had been serving Lower Brandywine 


Church was appointed to preach in Wilmington ‘‘particularly on those 
days Mr. McKennan does not supply there.’’ This was allowed by a 
large majority vote. 


Then followed a long controversy in and out of Presbytery and 
the affair was referred to the Synod which met on May 18, 1774. 


The Synod Minutes record the following :— 

“The committee appointed in the forenoon on the Wilmington 
affair, report that they have used their best endeavors to accomplish 
the end of their appointment, but have not been so happy as to suc- 
ceed; wherefore the Synod resumed the consideration of the appeal 
lying before them, and after reasoning it was moved, that waving the 
decision of the merits of the appeal and conduct of the Presbytery, the 
Synod should resolve upon the whole state of the affairs laid before 
them, that Mr. Smith be allowed to accept the call put into his hand 
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by the Presbytery, and that the call be described by the terms of the 
second congregation in Wilmington united with Brandywine, and that 
he be appointed to preach in Wilmington one half of his time, and the 
other half in such place as the Brandywine congregation have proposed 
to provide on the west side of the creek in the country, with this further 
instruction, that in case the eastern part of Brandywine congregation 
shall build another house, and request a proportion of his time, he be 
appointed to divide it among the three, and that in either case care be 
taken that the day of preaching in Wilmington do not interfere with 
the day of preaching at Mr. McKennan’s church, but that they corres- 
pond together so as to promote the common benefit of all as much as 
may be; and the Synod do earnestly recommend to all the members of 
that Presbytery to cultivate peace and harmony, and to their utmost to 
strengthen one another’s hands in the work of the Lord. 


“The above having been several times read was put to the ques- 
tion, agree or not, and was carried by a great majority agree, wherefore 
the Synod did and hereby do appoint accordingly ;—parties being called 
in, this was intimated to them.” 


Thus was the Second Presbyterian Church started in Wilmington, 
and the stone structure at southwest corner of Fifth and Walnut Streets 
was built. This going out of a great number of communicants weak- 
ened the First Church, and controversies, law-suits and injunctions 
involved the faithful remnant for many years. 


After the Battle of Brandywine, when the British occupied Wilming- 
ton, they used the Church building as a hospital for the wounded 
American prisoners. The affairs of the whole community were greatly 
disturbed during the Revolutionary War. ‘This Book ought to begin 
with recording the proceeding of the Presbytery which adjourned 
August 12th, 1773, to meet at Fagg’s Manor the Fourth Tuesday of 
October following; But the Troublesome Times, War and Distress 
which took place both in church and state, afterwards greatly deranged 
all affairs civil and religious for many years, and the Enemy marching 
through the Presbytery’s Bounds, occasioned the loss of their old Rec- 
ords, and many of ‘their running minutes of that distressing Day are 
dropped aside, or turned fugitive with the enemy and disaffected: So 
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that it is doubtful when any of them that are lost or fled, will ever be 
recorded or found.” 


In 1784, Mr. McKennan had not an elder, but he labored on 
until October 6, 1795, when the pastoral relation was dissolved at a 
meeting of Presbytery. 


The church had been incorporated under the laws of the State of 
Delaware on November 23, 1789 and the following trustees elected, 
John McKinly, John James, Samuel McClintock, John Erwin and Patrick 
O’Flinn. 


The corporate seal was adopted on November 12, 1792 and is 
described as follows:—“It was about two inches in diameter, having 
the device of an open volume in the center with the inscription Scriptura 
Sancta, and circumscribing the whole, Congreg: Primae Presbyten. Mon. 
W. Sigilm.”’ 


The closing of the King’s Road, north of Ninth Street, occasioned 
a legal dispute with Zachariah Ferris who seems to have built houses 
north of Chestnut Street and encroached on the Church property. The 
dispute lasted for nearly eight years as the records indicate. 


Whereas an Indictment was laid before the Grand Jury at a late 
Quarter Sessions and a Bill thereupon found against Zachariah Ferris, 
for a nuisance by him committed in erecting a Dwelling House which 
shuts up the great Road adjoining the Grave Yard belonging to this 
Corporation, and even has encroached upon the said Grave Yard and as 
the said Zachariah Ferris has thought proper to traverse the said Indict- 
ment and have the same tryed by a Petit Jury in the said Quarter Ses- 
sions, where an Indorser may be required, We the Trustees therefore 
appoint Mr. Thomas Crow to indorse the same and shall indemnify him 
in so doing. |

“Wilmington, October 24th, 1792. \ The trustees of the first 
Congregation of Presbyterians in the Borough of Wilmington met, 
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and having considered an encroachment made by Zachariah Ferris on 
the ground belonging to the said Congregation by erecting a House and 
enclosing and keeping possession of the same, it is now ordered that the 
said Zachariah Ferris be required to deliver up the said ground by him 
so taken and so Possessed and John James, Esquire and Patrick O Flinn 
are ordered to wait upon the said Zachariah Ferris or his lawfull At- 
torney who acts for him for that purpose, and upon refusal of the said 
Zachariah Ferris or his Attorney it is hereby ordered that John McKinly 
Esquire apply to Counsel learned in the Law to bring an Ejectment for 
recovery of the said ground.

“We the underwritten Trustees of the first Presbyterian Congre- 
gation aforesaid and lessors of the Plaintiff in the above suit, and Zach- 
atiah Ferris, the real defendant in the same, from views of mutual 
accommodation, and in order to put a final end to all controversy be- 
tween them, do hereby agree that a line beginning at a stake on the 
North East of Market Street, at two hundred and thirty six feet five 
inches and one half, from the corner of Market and Chestnut Streets, 
the said Chestnut Street being forty nine feet wide, and running across 
the square to a stake at the North West side of King Street, at two 
hundred and thirty six feet and five inches and one half distance from 
the corner of said King and Chestnut Street aforesaid, shall forever 
hereafter be the boundary and division line between the land belonging 
to the said congregation and the land of the said Zachariah Ferris — 
_ And the said Trustees for themselves and their successors, and the said 
Zachariah Ferris for himself, his heirs, Executors, and administrators, do 
agree and bind themselves to release to each other, by good and suf- 
ficient conveyances, that is to say, the said Trustees will release and 
convey, to the said Zachariah Ferris and his heirs in fee, all their right, 
title, and interest to the land lying to the Southward of the said line, 
between Market, King, and Wood Street; and the said Zachariah 
' Ferris will release and convey to the said Trustees and their successors, 
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all his rights, title, and interest, to the land laying to the Northward of 
said line, between Market, King and Chestnut Street. 


“And it is further agreed between the said parties, that three men 
shall be appointed, to value the house and building on the said land 
heretofore in dispute, and the said Trustee shall have the right and 
liberty, with the consent of the said Zachariah, to take the same at such 
valuation, but in case the said Zachariah should not give his consent, or 
the said Trustees should refuse to take the said house and buildings at 
such valuation, then the said Zachariah shall have the privilege to re- 
move the said house and building off the said premises, at any time 
within one year from the date hereof. And it is further agreed that 
each party shall pay his own lawyers, surveyors and witnesses, and that 
the residue of the legal costs shall be equally divided, and a moiety 
thereof paid by the plaintiff and defendant respectively. 


‘In testimony whereof we, the said Trustees, and the said Zach- 
atiah Ferris have hereunto set our hands this twentyeth day of May 
one thousand seven hundred and ninety nine.

If all controversies in which the Church has been involved could 
have been settled as amicably, it might have been well. 


On November 23, 1796, Reverend Francis Alison Latta was in- 
stalled but he resigned September 28, 1803. The Church was then 
supplied for a few months by Mr. Samuel Henderson who later went 
to Lower Brandywine and Mill Creek. ‘‘For nine years following Mr. 
Henderson, the church was without stated supplies’’ and as Kellogg 
said ‘apparently without the means of supporting occasional minis- 
trations.”

First PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 





In February, 1813, Reverend Nathaniel B. Snowden was engaged 
and served for one year, and then again for four years was the church 
without a pastor. 


“In 1817, Doctor Thomas Read who had tesigned from the 
Second or Christiana Church, after a successful pastorate of twenty 
years, preached to this nearly forsaken congregation.’ Doctor Read 
died June 14, 1823 and for the next year the Church was served by the 
Reverend James Taylor. Five years passed and then the Reverend 
Thomas Love conducted regular services from 1829 to 1832. 


Following Mr. Love's pastorate, the Reverend Samuel M. Gayley, 
who was then a member of the Reformed Presbyterian Church preached 
for a few months. From 1833 to 1836 the church was closed. Then 
Mr. Gayley returned and preached every Sunday afternoon in First 
Church. The members were few and the attendance very small, some- 
times Mr. Gayley was the only occupant of the room. 


This scholarly gentleman contended that a Church was still there 
because there was preaching from Sunday to Sunday. He received no 
stipulated salary, and at times supplied not only the pulpit, but fuel and 
lights. 


In 1837 and 1838 a division on doctrinal subjects took place in the 
Presbyterian Church. The New Lights and the Old Lights, as they 
were called, caused separation and the First Church adhering to the 
New Lights faithfully maintained the doctrine and order of the Presby- 
terian Church. 


A further attempt was made to bring the history of the First 
Presbyterian Church to a close. At the suggestion of certain persons, 
a curb was laid by the City authorities in front of the grounds occupied 
by the church that a debt might thereby be incurred which would neces- 
itate a sale. In February 1838, a notice was read by Mr. Gayley from 
the pulpit that on a certain day, in order to meet the payment of the 
debt, the church would be sold. The funds, however, were raised by 
the few remaining friends, and the expected alternative set aside. 


‘A struggle ensued during the summer of the same year between 
Mr. Gayley on behalf of the Church, and Mr. Hamilton on behalf of 
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those compassing its destruction, for the possession of the keys. Upon 
this struggle seemed to hinge the life of the Church. At this turning 
point, the important question was decided in its favor. The keys were 
secured by Mr. Gayley; an interest in the church was generally awak- 
ened; the number of its friends increased; and at length, owing to the 
perseverance and zeal of the pastor, it was concluded, for the first time, 
to have regular preaching and to adopt speedy and decisive measures 
to that effect.” (C. D. Kellogg) 


In 1838, the remnant of the Second Church which had continued 
at Fifth and Walnut Streets, when Hanover Street Church was built 
at Sixth and King Streets, gave up the struggle to maintain a separate 
organization and sold their property to the German Baptists. The 
members of the congregation now united with the First Church. Thus 
after sixty-five years the old church was placed on a firm foundation. 


An invitation was extended on July 7, 1838 to the Reverend 
Stephen R. Wynkoop to supply the pulpit for four months. On Novem- 
ber 19, 1838-a unanimous call was extended to him and having assented 
he was ordained and installed January 22, 1839. The congregation soon 
increased to such an extent that plans were made for a new building at 
the southern end of the church lot and parallel to Ninth Street. The 
builder and architect was Elisha Huxley and the bricklayer, John Flinn, 
who did his work so well that the structure showed no signs of deterior- 
ation when it was demolished in 1929. At the corner stone laying, May 
7, 1840, the members and visitors marched from the old building to the 
new site. John Hemphill, Esquire of Philadelphia made an address. 
The box in the stone contained copies of the Delaware Gazette for 
March 5, 15, and July 9, 1788 and the Delaware State Journal for 
1833, the church paper, the Presbyterian, and the New Orleans Bee, 
which at that time had the largest circulation of any paper in the United 
States, a copy of the Confession of Faith, the Assembly's Catechism 
and a report of the church organization when the Second Church mem- 
bers came back. The corner stone was then sealed. Reverend William 
B. Sprague of Albany, offered prayer and Doctor Wynkoop, the pastor, 
pronounced the benediction. The old building was converted into 
a school-room and used for Sunday and day schools until 1878. In 
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that year the Historical Society of Delaware rented it and remained the 
tenant until the removal of the building to Sixteenth and West Streets 
in 1917 by the Delaware Society of Colonial Dames of America and Sons 
of Colonial Wars. 


A total of 354 members were added during Mr. Wynkoop’s min- 
istry and his resignation, due to ill health, was accepted with great 
regret. The pastoral relations were dissolved on March 29, 1858. 


The Reverend William C. Roberts was installed on October 13, 
1858 and during his pastorate, the dimensions of the church building 
were enlarged and the outward appearance changed in 1859. The 
unusual appearance of the twin towers of Rennaissance influence in 
architecture were long a landmark in the city. 


Mr. Roberts went to Columbus, Ohio in 1862 and the Reverend 
Charles D. Kellogg became the pastor, who served the church from 
1863 to 1867. 


With the withdrawal of Doctor Charles D. Kellogg, trouble that 
was affecting the whole Church divided the First Presbyterian Church. 
This contention arose as an aftermath of the. Civil War, at which time 
the Southern. Presbyterian Church was organized. Those claiming to 
be loyal to their country protested against the action of what they 
claimed was the minority and the illegal procedure in electing an elder. 
The case was appealed to the Presbytery. In the meantime for nearly 
two years, two congregations each calling itself First Presbyterian 
Church held services; one party in the Church building and the other 
in the Institute Lecture Room or the old First Baptist Church on King 
Street above Tenth. Finally decision was made that all elders and 
trustees should resign and a congregational meeting be called of all 
bona fide church members. Reverend S. Hunter McKown was unani- 
mously elected and installed pastor on July 8, 1869. 


In 1877, the “Church” was “laboring to build a Sabbath School 
and Parsonage’. On December 30, 1877 the church was reopened after 
repairs and January 17, 1878 religious services were held in the old 
church building erected in 1740, for the last time. This had been 
used as a Sunday School and Lecture room. Reverend C. D. Kellogg 
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and Doctor Roberts, former pastors, made remarks, as well as the pastor 
of that day, Reverend F. B. DuVal. 


Doctor DuVal had been installed on June 17, 1875, during whose 
pastorate the manse at Tenth and Market Streets was built. This was 
later converted into an office building. 


Under the pastorate of Reverend Henry D. Lindsay the One 
Hundred-Fiftieth anniversary of the organization of First Church 
was held the first week in November 1887. Addresses were delivered 
by Reverend J. F. Smith, Moderator of the General Assembly; Rever- 
end Charles D. Kellogg and Reverend F. B. DuVal, former pastors. 


In 1881, a controversy started over the attempts on the part of 
the trustees to sell six building lots 25’x75’ in the less used portion of 
the grave-yard. The plan was to remove the bodies there to another 
portion of the yard. This land was on the King Street side and for 
many years had presented an unsightly appearance. It is said that 
when Doctor DuVal came as pastor, he personally cut down the weeds 
and briers and had carried away twenty-five cartloads of stuff. The 
church was then carrying a debt of $11,000 and property around the 
neighborhood had been greatly improved and the action of the trustees 
to sell had received the sanction of the congregation, but due to the 
opposition, no action was taken. 


Mr. George M. Hickman served the church from 1888 to 1892 
and then came Doctor Joseph R. Milligan in 1892. During these years 
the young people became active in church work through the Christian 
Endeavor Society. So much so that this society and the Sunday School 
added new interest to the Church. ; 


In the meeting of the Church Session on September 15, 1897 
“The following resolution was offered by H. T. Wallace. Resolved:— 
That the session and trustees of this church be instructed to write the 
sessions and trustees of the several Presbyterian Churches of the city of 
Wilmington to meet in consultation and consider the propriety of unit- 
ing two or more of the Presbyterian congregations in the central part 
of the city, viz. Hanover, Central and First.” 
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This was simply the forerunner of the action which fructified in 
the consolidation of First and Central in 1920. 


Reverend William Main Schall came in 1897 and remained until 
1901. During his pastorate the Church edifice was entirely renovated 
and remodelled at a cost of $3,000, and was formally opened Sunday, 
September 10, 1899. In the first two years of his pastorate 49 persons 
were admitted as communicants. Reverend James A. Worden of 
Philadelphia preached at the reopening. 


In 1902, Reverend Charles S. Stevens was called and remained 
three years and was followed by Reverend George F. Nason in 1906. 
Mr. Nason left in 1909 and the next year the Reverend J. Ross Stone- 
sifer began his work in connection with the old Church. Not only 
were changes coming in the world occasioned by the Great World War, 
but in this, the oldest Presbyterian organization in Wilmington. 


First Church played well its part during the years the United 
States army was struggling in Europe. On November 14, 1917, the 
following Minutes from the Session Book indicate in a slight degree 
these efforts. ‘On motion it was decided to place the use of our Church 
at the disposal of any War Service organization to hold public meet- 
ings when such meetings do not conflict with any of our Church services. 


“Joseph S. Hamilton was authorized to appoint four members of 
our Church to serve as solicitors during a campaign to be inaugurated by 
the Presbyterian Churches of this city to raise a fund of Ten Thousand 
Dollars for the Home Mission Board of the Presbyterian Church. 


“By motion it was decided to place a service flag in front of the 
church with a star for each member of the church or in the church 
family or in the Sunday School who have enlisted in the United States 
service for the present war.” 


On March 31, 1919: 

‘The Session authorized a permanent Roll of Honor of our boys 
who served with the colors and directed that it contain the names of all 
who at the time of entering the service were active members of the 
church or Sunday School or who were the sons, brothers or husbands of 
members of the church at that time.” 
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July 21, 1918: 

“A letter was received from the National Service Commission of 
the Presbyterian Church, asking the Session to grant a leave of absence 
to our pastor, Rev. J. Ross Stonesifer, in order that he might give his 
time and service to the war work under the direction of the National 
Service Commission. After the letter was read it was unanimously 
agreed to grant Mr. Stonesifer a leave of absence with full pay of his 
salary for three months or longer as he might be needed by the Com- 
mission.” 


Mr. Stonesifer asked to have severed the pastoral relations and the 
Session passed appropriate resolutions May 7, 1919, regretting his de- 
parture to Stroudsburg, Pennsylvania. 


On February 27, 1920: 


‘Motion prevailed that Session authorize the securing and placing 
in our Church building a tablet in honor of the service men in the late 
World’s War, who were members of the Church or Sabbath School at 
the beginning of the war, and that they accept the offer of Joseph S. 
Hamilton to contribute the same.” 


In 1923, a new auditorium was built in the rear of the graveyard 
on the King Street side north of the structure which had been built in 
1840. This was used as a Sunday School Assembly room, until all the 
church property was sold in 1929. 


The Sunday School of First Presbyterian Church was organized 
in 1816, and its Centennial was celebrated on November 26, 1916. 
Sunday Schools in early days were mainly for the instruction of child- 
ren in what we now call the elementary branches with the addition of 
drills in Church catechism. 


It is told of the early undenominational school started on the banks 
of the Brandywine that classes were in common until time to teach 
the catechism, then the children of parents of various faiths separated to 
the four corners of the rooms and there received doctrinal training ne- © 
cessary. 
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From the program of the Centennial, the following is quoted: 

“An important factor that has contributed largely to the uninter- 
rupted success of the work performed, has been the perfect harmony 
that has prevailed in the School. This is plainly evident for the fact 
that the officers and teachers are continued so long in the service and so 
highly respected by the members of the school and the community at 
large. 7 


“During the last thirty years the School has had but seven secre- 
taries, four treasurers and two superintendents. Our present Superin- 
tendent, James F. Price, has been Assistant Superintendent and Super- 
intendent continuously for twenty-nine and a half years.” 


At a meeting held April 5, 1916, the following Minutes indicate 
the first step taken in what we may call the new building operation: 

“Andrew C. Gray, Esq. stated that an offer had been made for the 
Tenth Street front of the church property of $225,000 for 90 feet on 
Market and King Streets and an additional $20,000 for the removal of 
the remains of persons buried in the church cemetery and for changing 
the location of the Historical Society building.” 


The following resolution, presented by Andrew C. Gray was 
passed unanimously: 

‘Resolved that it is the sense of the Congregation of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Wilmington, Delaware, Incorporated, that the 
Trustees enter into a contract for the sale of that portion of the church 
property fronting on Tenth Street and having a depth of ninety feet on 
Market and King Streets, with an easement for light and air over a 
piece of land immediately adjoining said tract and with a frontage of 
fifteen feet on Market and King Streets, substantially upon the terms 
and conditions provided in a certain agreement presented at this meet- 
ing, with such modifications and alterations thereof as may appear to 
the Trustees upon further examination to be desirable. 

Eighty-seven members of the corporation were present.

The trustees sold ninety feet on the north side of the square ex- 
tending from Market to King Streets to the Wilmington Institute Free 
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Library for the sum of $225,000. The old manse, later an office build- 
ing, was included in this sale.

During the year 1868 the Rev. George F. Wiswell, D.D. wrote 
a very lengthy history of the first eleven years of Central Presbyterian 
Church, which is in part as follows: 


Early in the year 1855 a number of members of the Hanover 
Street congregation began to confer with reference to the necessity of 
commencing another church enterprise in the City. Various meetings 
were held in the homes of individuals interested. In this they were 
encouraged by the Hanover Street Church in that they gave their hearty 
approval to those desiring to make the change. Early in the autumn 
of 1855 the counsels and deliberations resulted in a decision to go for- 
ward, and relying upon divine help to establish another Presbyterian 
Church, but just as their plans were being formulated one of their in- 
fluential group, Mr. Charles Bush, died on October 5th, 1855, that tried 
their faith and tested the spirit of this small band of Christian people. 
However, being determined to go on, they applied to the Presbytery of 
Wilmington on December 6th, 1855, and were accepted. Dr. Lewis 
P. Bush, Ruling Elder of the Hanover Street Church was duly chosen, 
and by Presbytery constituted an Elder in the new church. The first 
meeting place was a stone edifice on the corner of Fifth and Walnut 
Streets, December 23rd, 1855, with the Rev. George Duffield, Jr., of 
Philadelphia, Pa., officiating. On January 1st, 1856, Mr. Charles 
Stewart, Mr. Edward T. Taylor, and Mr. Joseph W. Day were elected 
to the office of Ruling Elder, and ordained January 3rd, 1856. 


On March 2nd, 1856, the Rev. George F. Wiswell was installed 
as Pastor, serving until 1867. During his pastorate there was great ac- 
tivity within the several church organizations, and much good was ac- 
complished for God’s Kingdom. The membership grew from ninety- 
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one to two hundred fifty in seven years. The church had prospered, 
and in a flourishing condition upon his leaving. 


Early in the season of 1856 a movement was made for the erection 
of a church’ edifice to accommodate a larger congregation. A lot was 
purchased, and a building committee appointed. On the 18th of June, 
1857 the top stone was laid, and on November 10th, 1857 the building 
was completed, and solemnly set apart to the sifee of Almighty God 
by a favored and grateful people. 


The Sabbath School has a very interesting history, beginning 
December 23rd, 1855 with an enrollment of fifty-one scholars and 
eleven teachers. This grew rapidly in numbers to two hundred fifty 
scholars and twenty-three teachers, and in 1868 had an enrollment of 
four hundred scholars and thirty-one teachers. From this nucleus a 
branch school was started at McDowellville, in the northwestern part of 
the City. December 28th, 1885 this school was organized as Rodney , 
Street Church, which later became Westminister Presbyterian Church. 
Again in 1859 another branch school was established in the hall of the 
Phoenix Engine House in the northeast section of the City. In 1860 
a lot 100x80 was purchased on the corner of Eighth and Monroe Streets 
where a Chapel was erected 50x30 for another Sabbath School. This 
was completed through the energy of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation of the Church. On May 11th, 1868 the Session made arrange- 
ments for the establishment of West Presbyterian Church grown out of 
the Monroe Street Sunday School. There was also a school started at 
13th and French Streets and later organized as Gilbert Chapel. This 
was deeded by Samuel C. Tatum to the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation of Central Presbyterian Church. During the year 1889 the East- 
lake Sabbath School was organized, and the Session elected J. Edgar 
Franklin as Superintendent. From this school the Eastlake Presbyterian 
Church was organized on May 5th, 1896. 


Reference has been made above to the Young Men’s Christian 
Association. This grew out of a movement within the young men of 
the congregation for greater concentration and efficiency. It was organ- 
ized June 1858. This organization was instrumental in seeing that the 
Chapel at Eighth and Monroe Streets was completed and paid for in- 
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cluding the land. The branch Sabbath Schools were also carried on 
under their direction. Tract and Bible distribution extensively carried 
forward, district prayer meetings, and a regular Sabbath service held 


at the County Almshouse. 41°741489 


Following Dr. Wiswell, the Rev. Charles D. Shaw became Pastor | 
for four years, and he was followed by the Rev. John P. Conkey, who 
served for three years. Dr. Jeremiah H. Nixon served for twelve 
years, a portion of the time he suffered ill health, and the Rev. Marcus 
A. Bronson became Assistant who was succeeded by Rev. W. L. McEwan 
under whose care the Rodney Street organization was placed. 


The Rev. William P. Swartz became Pastor October 1888, and 
served until 1896, his pastorate having been marked with great suc- 
cess. He reported three hundred and fifty had united with the church 
during his eight years of service. . 


The Rev. Thomas A. McCurdy came to the Central Presbyterian 
Church on May 13th, 1896, and was installed as Pastor July 7th, 1896, 
and remained until 1907, when he was succeeded by the Rev. Josiah 
Crawford who begin his pastorate with the church on December 9th, 
1908, ending in 1920. 


On February 28th, 1916, a communication from the Board of 
Trustees was read asking “if the present time is an opportune one for 
considering the amalgamation of Central and First Churches.” On 
motion the clerk was authorized to respond to the letter from Board 
of Trustees, stating that the time is inopportune for the consideration 
of the suggested amalgamation in view of the present deepening spirit- 
ual condition and very desirable and satisfactory feeling in the Church, 
and of the large results accruing from the Lyon Evangelistic Campaign. 


Central Presbyterian Church took its share of burdens imposed by 
the Great World War. To conserve coal the auditorium was closed, 
and services held in the Sunday School rooms the winter of 1917-1918. 
Large contributions were made to various appeals for the Red Cross, 
Armenian relief, and the various calls for succor in Europe. 


An invitation to unite with the First Presbyterian Church was re- 
ceived and prayerfully considered, and a meeting with the Trustees was 
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arranged for. Pursuant to a call given, a congregational meeting was 
held in the Church November 21st, 1919. The name suggested was 
First and Central Presbyterian Church, and the plan as later shown was 
adopted. 


Central Presbyterian Church Trustees completed the sale of the 
property on King Street below Eighth on January 16th, 1926 for 
$67,820.00 (Net), and the proceeds were combined with those from 
the sale of the First Presbyterian Church property.

On October 31st, 1919, the project looking toward consolidation 
of the two Presbyterian Churches in the business section of the City 
took definite shape when the Session met in the Church Office of First 
Presbyterian Church. Those present were Rev. Josiah H. Crawford, 
Moderator; Elders George W. Jones, James F. Price, and Joseph S. 
Hamilton. Meeting opened with prayers by the Moderator. The fol- 
lowing articles for the proposed union of the First and Central Presby- 
terian Churches were read and adopted by sections. 


“Proposed union of First and Central Presbyterian Churches of 
Wilmington, Delaware.” 


“Plan to submit to the Trustees, Sessions, and Congregations of 
the two Churches.” 
1. The need of union— 

(A) To prevent duplication of work 

(B) To prevent duplication of expense 

(C) To doa bigger work in a better way 


2. That the work planned for the united church, although it is to 
have social and institutional features, is to be above all a Church 
true to the simple gospel of Christ, and the historic doctrines of 
the Presbyterian Church. 


3. That the Congregation of the two Churches shall unite in one 
Church to be known as the First and Central Presbyterian Church 
of Wilmington. 


4, That to do this there shall be— 
(A) A resignation of all the officials of both the Churches in-

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any. The election of new elders and trustees to be made 
by the united congregations, it being understood that in the 
first elections of these bodies, one half of each shall be se- 
lected from the former membership of each of the consoli- 
dating churches. The Pastor of the united church to be 
called by the congregation of the united church. The pres- 
ent pastor of Central Church to be invited to serve the con- 
gregation of the united church as supply until ready to call 
a pastor. 


The sale of the church property of Central Presbyterian 
Church and the proceeds of such sale and all other assets of 
said Church to be turned over to and held by the united 
Church for the purpose of assisting in building and equip- 
ing an adequate edifice to carry on the work contemplated by 
the union of the two churches. 


Such amendments of the Charter of First Presbyterian 
Church as shall be necessary or advisable to accomplish the 
purpose of the union of the two churches and so that said 
charter may be used as the charter of the United Chutch. 


The submitting of this plan to— 

1. The respective sessions 

2. The respective boards of trustees, when and if they ap- 
proved and agree. 


The submission of this plan to the several congregations duly 
and legally called together for that purpose, the business 
to come before such meeting to be set out with reasonable 
fullness. When, and if both of said congregations at such 
meetings shall legally approve of and agree upon such 
union of the two churches. 


The appointment of three Commissioners by each of said 

meetings of the congregations, to present to Presbytery at 

the next meeting the request of said churches for permis- 

sion 

1. To unite the congregations of said churches upon the 
terms of said plan. | 
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2. To sell the church property of Central Presbyterian 
Church upon the conditions and for the purposes afore- 
said.

This action was approved at a later date by the congregations of 
both churches. 


During the year 1923 a large auditorium was built to the north- 
east of the buildings then standing, seating approximately 800 people, 
designed by Brown and Whiteside, Architects, and built by the W. D. 
Haddock Construction Company at a cost of $10,000.00. 
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In 1929, the remainder of the First Church property on Market 
Street was sold to the Land Development Company for $75,000.00 to 
make room for the twelve story addition to the Delaware Trust Build- 
ing, costing $1,250,000.00. 


On January 26th, 1929, the Trustees had introduced a bill into 
the State Legislature by which the title to the Market Street property 
was entirely cleared of any legal flaws. The bill passed the House of 
Representatives by a vote of twenty-eight to one. 


Following this the First and Central Church bought of Elizabeth 
Draper and heirs the property at Eleventh and Market Streets for 
$225,000.00. Plans were immediately made and contracts received for 
the new building. 


During the remainder of 1929, and until September 28th, 1930, 
the First and Central Presbyterian Church members worshipped at No. 
502 Delaware Avenue and the New Century Club, No. 1014 Delaware 
Avenue. On July 28th, 1929, the corner stone was laid. 


Ministers who took part in the service in addition to Doctor 
Aquilla Webb, who laid the stone, and Doctor Charles H. Bohner, of 
Hanover Street Church, were the Reverend Robert Bell, vicar of Old 
Swedes Protestant Episcopal Church; the Reverend Park W. Hunting- 
ton, pastor of Saint Stephen’s Evangelical Lutheran Church; the Rever- 
end Horace C. Broughton, pastor of Delaware Avenue Baptist Church; 
and the Reverend W. E. Harrison, Jr., pastor of McCabe Memorial 
Episcopal Church. 


The dedication of the Church building at Eleventh and Market 
Streets was held September 28 to October 3, 1930. A week of services 
were conducted by various organizations of the Church. 


At the Tercentenary should any one ask ‘“‘How did the Church 
at Eleventh and Market Streets appear?” let us include a brief descrip- 
tion that may survive. 


An architectural unit of simple Georgian type; the Sanctuary fac- 
ing on Market Street with spire rising one hundred fifteen feet sur- 
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mounted with a weather-vane in the form of a fish with a clock on the 
east side; the entrance portico showing Doric influence. 


The three-story structure on Eleventh Street used as a Sunday 
School and Social Hall is entered under a portico of Corinthian style. 


The whole structure is of Colonial face brick and roof of tile re- 
sembling split shingles. The building contains: 


“The Sanctuary proper, with Choir Room, Pastor’s Room, and 
Radio Instrument Room adjoining; a Chapel with separate entrance 
from the street; Social Hall with Stage, Dressing and Wash rooms; 
Kitchen with Pantry and Ladies’ Dining Room; and a Motion Picture 
Booth. 


“There are two Offices, a Parlor, Lounge, Pastor’s Study, Fireproof 
Vault, two Kitchenettes, two Dumb-waiters, eight Assembly Rooms, 
twenty Class Rooms, six Cloak Rooms, twenty-three Closets, six Storage 
Rooms, two Dressing Rooms, a Carpenter Shop, four Utility Closets, 
and ten Wash Rooms.”

REVEREND ROBERT CATHCART 


The first regularly assigned supply of the First Presbyterian Church, 
the Reverend Robert Cathcart, came from Ireland and was received 
by the New Castle Presbytery as a licentiate on April 15, 1730. He 
served Middletown, Delaware County, Pennsylvania, Brandywine and 
Red Clay Creek Churches. In 1740 Cathcart began to preach in Wil- 
mington. “It is a newly-settled town on Christiana Creek, which, I 
believe, will be a flourishing place if the inhabitants take care to live 
in the fear of God.’ Thus wrote a pious Friend in 1736. Cathcart 
died in 1754. 


REVEREND WILLIAM MCKENNAN 


The birthplace of William McKennan is one of the disputed sub- 
jects of history. His ancestors were undoubtedly Irish, of that vast im- 
migration from the North of Ireland, which flowed into Delaware dur- 
ing the eighteenth century and established Presbyterianism in this 
locality. They settled near Drawyer’s, Delaware on Dragon Neck 
Farm. William McKennan was licensed by the New Castle Presbytery 
before May 1752, says the Reverend George Foote, in his History of 
Drawyers. The Synod of Philadelphia sent him as a missionary to Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina. 
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From 1755 he served the White Clay and Red Clay Creek Churches 
_ and in 1760, came to Wilmington. He served the First Church until 
he resigned in 1794. 


His death occurred May 5, 1809. His son, William, was an officer 
of Delaware troops in the Revolutionary War. A member of the 
Order of Cincinnatti, he travelled to Mount Vernon to secure Wash- 
ington’s signature for the commissions of that order. His farm was 
advertised for sale in 1798. 


REVEREND JOSEPH SMITH 


The Reverend Joseph Smith served the First Presbyterian Church 
in conjunction with the Reverend William McKennan, 1772-1774. 
Born in Nottingham, Pennsylvania in 1736, he graduated at Princeton 
at the age of twenty-eight years, was licensed to preach by the Presby- 
tery of New Castle on August 5, 1767. Serving the Church of Lower 
Brandywine until August 26, 1772, when differences arose in regard to 
the location of a new church. 


About this time he began to preach in Wilmington, Delaware. 
Soon contentions arose and the friends of Mr. Smith withdrew and 
formed the Second Presbyterian Church in Wilmington. With this 
withdrawal, Mr. Smith’s relations with First Presbyterian Church ended. 
He labored in Wilmington until April 29, 1778. He removed to 
Washington County, Pennsylvania, in December, 1780, where he died 
April 10, 1792. A scholarly, pious and devout gentleman, he is ac- 
credited with having made a distinct contribution to Presbyterian 
history in that region. 
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REVEREND FRANCIS ALISON LATTA 


Reverend Francis Alison Latta, oldest son of James Latta, born in 
1767, was ordained on the 23rd of November, 1796, and was first 
settled in Wilmington, Delaware. During a large part of his ministry, 
he also employed himself as a teacher, and in the latter part of his life, 
in that way alone. In this department, he was justly distinguished, and 
indeed there were few, if any, in his day, who excelled him as a classical 
scholar. He was a man of fine mind, and well cultivated, a poet, and 
an eloquent pulpit orator. In his disposition he was social and amiable. 
He was never married. He died April 21, 1834, in his sixty-seventh 
year, having served in the ministry nearly as long as his father. 


REVEREND SAMUEL HENDERSON 


Reverend Samuel Henderson appeared before the New Castle 
Presbytery as an ordained minister from the Independent Church of 
Dungannon, Ireland, on September 24, 1811. His credentials which he 
submitted were accepted. 


“A Letter was received from the first Presbyterian Congregation 
in Wilmington incorrectly representing a Pastoral relation as existing 
for some time past between Mr. Henderson & said Congregation & 
also a Letter from the Congregation of Red Clay Creek containing a 
request if Mr. Henderson be received by Presbytery, he be appointed to 
labour with them for the ensuing six Months—Presbytery therefore 
appointed Mr. Henderson to labour with them as stated Supply until 
their next Spring Sessions—Ordered that the Stated Clerk furnish Mr. 
Henderson with an attested copy of the above Minute.” 


In 1814 he served Red Clay Creek, Lower Brandywine and Doe 
Run Churches. Subsequently he removed to western Pennsylvania and 
died in 1857, according to the Records of the Beaver Presbytery Records. 
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REVEREND NATHANIEL RANDOLPH SNOWDEN 


Reverend Nathaniel Randolph Snowden, son of James Ross Snow- 
den, born in Philadelphia in 1770, and graduated from Princeton 
College in 1787. Studied divinity under Reverend Charles Nisbet, 
D.D., at Carlisle, and there married a daughter of Doctor Lemuel 
Gustine, an eminent physician of that town. They had five sons and 
one daughter. 


He was received by the Presbytery of New Castle April 2, 1806, 
and served the First Presbyterian Church in Wilmington about the year 
1814. 


He was dismissed to the Carlisle Presbytery on October 21, 1817. 
He died at Freeport, Armstrong County, Pennsylvania, November 5, 
1850. 


THOMAS READ, D.D. 


Thomas Read was born in March, 1746, in the then Province of 
Maryland, but within the present limits of Chester County, Pennsyl- 
vania. His parents, John and Eleanor Read, emigrated from Ireland 
‘9 this country several years before his birth. 


The subject of this notice was educated at the old Academy of 
Philadelphia, since merged in the University of Pennsylvania, then 
under the Presidency of Doctor Francis Alison. After graduating, in 
the year 1764, he commenced his career in life as a Tutor in the Classi- 
cal Academy of Newark, but a few miles from the place of his birth. 
That institution, the most distinguished in the State, continued an object 
of great interest with him till the close of life. He was early chosen 
its President, and held the office until his death. The cause of Christian 
education was always near his heart, and he laboured for it almost 
as earnestly as if he had had no other vocation. |

In 1768, having received license to preach, he commenced offic- 
.ating as a supply for a small congregation at a place called Drawyer’s 
Creek, in Delaware. In 1772, he received from them a unanimous call, 
and was regularly installed by the Presbytery as their Pastor. He found 
them a small and feeble band; worshipping in a log house in the midst 
of the wilderness; but within about six years after his installation, they 
had erected a capacious brick building, and ultimately became one of 
the most flourishing congregations in the State. During the many 
years that his connection with this congregation continued, he laboured 
zealously through the week as a missionary, taking a circuit of from 
thirty to forty miles. In the year 1798, he received a call from the 
Second Presbyterian Church in Wilmington, Delaware, which he 
thought it his duty to accept. 


In the year 1796, he received the degree of Doctor of Divinity 
from the College of New Jersey. 


As he entered his new field of labour, he quickly found that it 
was the scene of great disorder. Political disputes were conducted with 
extreme rancour, and embittered much of the intercourse of society. 
On one occasion, not long after his settlement, a mob assembled around 
the church door, during the hour of service, and with the sound of 
drum and fife, and other tumultous demonstrations, succeeded in inter- 
rupting the public worship. He paused in the midst of his sermon, 
left the pulpit, walked out of the house alone, and by the calm and 
solemn dignity of his appearance, joined to a kind and Christian ex- 
postulation, he succeeded in effectually dispersing the riotous assem- 
blage. Some of the individuals concerned in this disgraceful affair 
afterwards became his devoted friends. 


In the war of the Revolution, he showed himself an earnest, active 
patriot. Early in 1776, he and forty or fifty others, his neighbors and 
parishioners, fitted themselves out, shouldered their muskets, and 
marched to Philadelphia. Had they arrived a few days earlier, their 
services would have been gladly accepted; but the success which had 
attended the American arms at Trenton and Princeton rendered it unnec- 
essary that they should be enrolled. 
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Doctor Read resigned his pastoral charge in the year 1817, the 
church having greatly increased in both numbers and moral influence 
under his ministry. After this, he preached, by request as often as 
his health permitted, to the First Presbyterian Church in Wilmington, 
which had long been without a Pastor. In the year 1821, his right 
hip was partially dislocated by a fall, and he never afterwards fully 
recovered the use of it. He died in great peace, June 14, 1823. 


REVEREND JAMES TAYLOR 


The Reverend James Taylor, who served the First Presbyterian 
Church as a supply in 1823, probably at the request of Mrs. Thomas 
Read, belonged to the Independent Church of Scotland. He presented 
credentials to the Presbytery at New Castle, September, 1823, asking to 
be received as a member of that body. His death occurred before his 
testimonials could be received from Scotland. 


REVEREND THOMAS LOVE 


Reverend Thomas Love was born at Fagg’s Manor, Pennsylvania, 
March 22, 1796. The Reverend Francis A. Latta was his instructor 
and the Presbytery of New Castle licensed him to preach on April 2, 
1823. 


He was pastor of Red Clay Creek Church from 1823 to 1862, a 
period of thirty-nine years. 


The Reverend Samuel A. Gayley, D.D., of Colora, Maryland, in 
Historical Sketch of Presbytery of New Castle from 1786 to 1888 credits 
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Reverend Thomas Love with the substitution of ‘‘tea for spirits’ at the 
Session of Presbytery when it met at Lower Brandywine in April, 1825. 
The Reverend Mr. Love was then pastor of that church. 


He supplied the First Church of Wilmington for five years from 
1825 when he had accepted the call to Lower Brandywine. 


He died at Lovedale, Delaware, December 22, 1879. 


REVEREND SAMUEL MAXWELL GAYLEY 


Reverend Samuel Maxwell Gayley, son of Andrew and Margaret 
(Crawford) Gayley, was born in the town of Creevy, parish of And- 
straw, county Tyrone, Ireland, June 4, 1802. On April 26, 1823, 
he sailed for the United States, landing in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
May 31st. He soon joined Doctor S. B. Wylie’s church, the First 
Reformed Presbyterian Church, and soon after resumed his theological 
studies with Doctor Wylie. He was licensed April 4, 1828 by the 
Reformed Presbytery of Philadelphia. Soon after he went to Wilming- 
ton, Delaware, where he gathered a congregation. Here he was ordained 
and installed as pastor on December 25, 1832, by the Reformed Pres- 
bytery of Philadelphia. In October, 1833, he withdrew from the Re- 
formed Presbytery body and joined the Presbytery of New Castle, in 
connection with the General Assembly. Soon after this, he was invited 
to serve the Presbyterian Church of Rockland, near Wilmington as 
stated supply, which he accepted. The relation existed for sixteen 
years. In the meantime, he resuscitated the First Presbyterian Church 
in Wilmington. By his firmness and energy he preserved that valuable 
property to our denomination after the schism of 1838; nursed the 
enterprise into life, supplying its pulpit for some years without com- 
pensation, and even finding the fuel by which the edifice was heated 
at his own expense. He also gathered and organized the Green Hill 
Presbyterian Church near Wilmington and continued to minister to it

in connection with Rockland until their church edifice was completed 
and the church had become self-sustaining. Other places around Wil- 
mington shared his anxieties and his labors, among which may be 
mentioned Unionville, in Chester County, Pennsylvania and Chester 
Creek, in Delaware County, Pennsylvania. All these missionary and 
pastoral labors were performed by him while he was successfully con- 
ducting a large educational institution. After his settlement in Wil- 
mington in 1832, he established the Wilmington Classical Institute 
which he conducted with great success until July 4, 1854. On that 
day, while he was from home aiding in laying the corner-stone of the 
Media Presbyterian Church, his house near Wilmington caught fire 
and was burned to the ground. In October, he removed to Media, 
Delaware County, Pennsylvania and established the Media Classical 
Institute, which he conducted successfully until his death, December 
19, 1862. While he resided in Wilmington, the young men from his 
school, by his advice and direction, organized the Sabbath-school of the 
First Church. They also sustained it through its stage of weakness and 
trial, until it had reached a condition of self-sustaining strength and 
power. They likewise rendered efficient aid in the prayer meetings con- 
nected with the church. He was for many years a trustee of Delaware 
College, Newark, Delaware and chairman of the Executive Committee. 
He was twice offered the Chair of Languages, and once invited to the 
Presidency of the Institution, all of which he declined. He was a 
trustee of Lafayette College, Easton, Pennsylvania. 


REVEREND STEPHEN ROSE WYNKOOP 


Reverend Stephen Rose Wynkoop was born at Northampton, Penn- 
sylvania, November 24, 1806. He graduated from Union College 
in 1829. He began teaching and later was agent of the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions in Africa 1830, 1831. 
He attended Princeton Theological Seminary from 1834 to 1837. He

was received by the New Castle Presbytery on January 8, 1839. He 
served First Church, Wilmington, first as a stated supply in 1838, and 
then as pastor until 1859, retiring because of ill health. During his 
pastorate, the new church building on the southern side of the church 
property was erected. He died in Princeton, New Jersey, June 8, 1876. 


REVEREND WILLIAM C. ROBERTS 


Pastor from 1858 to 1862, the Reverend William Charles Roberts 
was born in South Wales, September 23, 1832. After serving the 
First Church, Wilmington, he went to Ohio and later to New Jersey. 
He was Corresponding Secretary of the Board of National Missions in 
New York City and President of Lake Forest College and later Center 
College, Kentucky. 


He died in Danville, Kentucky, November 27, 1903. Union 
College conferred the degree of Doctor of Divinity in 1871 and the 
College of New Jersey that of Doctor of Laws in 1886. He was Mod- 
erator of the General Assembly in 1889. 


REVEREND CHARLES D. KELLOGG 


The Reverend Charles D. Kellogg was born at Ann Arbor, Mich- 
igan, July 3, 1842 . He was graduated from College of New Jersey in 
1861 and Princeton Theological Seminary in 1863. He was ordained 
by the Presbytery of New Castle October 21, 1863. A call had been 
presented by the First Church, Wilmington, Delaware on May 11, 
1863. 
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In 1865, he wrote a very scholarly History of the First Presbyterian 
Church, Wilmington, Delaware. He removed to New York in 1867 
and served several churches until 1920. ‘‘His pastorate marked one of 
the most vigorous periods of the church’s history, the membership was 
largely increased and the treasury was in a better condition than in any 
former period”. He resided at the time of his death, August 22, 1923, 
at Hudson Falls, New York. 


REVEREND SAMUEL HUNTER MCKOWN 


Reverend Samuel Hunter McKown was born in Gerardstown, 
Virginia, March 20, 1842. A graduate of Princeton Theological Sem- 
inary, he was licensed by Presbytery, New Castle, July 8, 1869. He 
came as a supply to the First Church, Wilmington, after the very seri- 
ous division of the Society in 1868 and remained until 1874. He later 
served churches in Ohio, New Jersey, and was honorably retired. He 
died February 8, 1930. 


REVEREND FREDERIC BEAL DUVAL 


The Reverend Frederic Beal DuVal was born May 31, 1847 in 
Bladensburg, Maryland. He received his degree of M.A. from the 
College of New Jersey in 1875, and attended Princeton Theological 
Seminary. He was received by the New Castle Presbytery June 17, 
1875, and served the First Church, Wilmington until 1884. 


He was then called to the Westminister Church, Toledo, Ohio, 
and in 1888 became pastor of the Knox Church, Winnepeg, Province 
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of Manitoba, Dominion of Canada. He was Moderator of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in Canada in 1908. 


In 1916 he was retired, and continued to make his home in that 
city until his sudden death in 1928. 


The following tribute published in a Winnepeg paper indicates 
the type of man Doctor DuVal was considered by a contemporary. 


Professor F. W. Kerr said: “Dr. DuVal was a great figure in the 
life of this city, always standing for what was truest and noblest. In 
the early days there was no more stalwart champion with everything that 
was good and right in the life of the city and a fearless antagonist of all 
the base elements. At times in his fight he ran great personal danger, 
but that made him fight all the harder. In his religious outlook he was 
a pioneer for freedom. He was one of the first in our Canadian church 
to cast aside all doctrinal fetters in the search for truth. He always 
believed that God revealed himself to man today even as he did in 
days of old. No human has stood for more liberal interpretation of 
religion than he has. 


‘‘He always looked upon the present Knox church building as 
the crown of his life’s work. He loved the beauty of its architecture 
and felt that the mother church of Presbyterianism in western Canada 
had received a fitting habitation. 


‘His last years were wonderfully peaceful and it seems the most 
beautiful thing in the world that his last hour should have been passed 
wandering around in the garden that was his pride.” 


REVEREND HENRY DRENNAN LINDSAY 


The Reverend Henry Drennan Lindsay was born at Calhoun Mills, 
South Carolina, October 12, 1859. He graduated from Erskine Col- 
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lege in 1879 and attended Columbia Theological Seminary from 1880 
to 1883. After leaving the Seminary, he was secretary for the Y.M.C.A. 
in Cleveland, Ohio for two years. He was ordained in Presbytery of 
North Philadelphia, June 11, 1883. He served several churches in 
Pennsylvania and came to First Church, Wilmington in 1884. During 
his pastorate the 150th anniversary of the Church was observed. He 
left Wilmington in 1888. 


Besides pastoral work he was president of Pennsylvania College 
for Women in Pittsburgh from 1908 until his death, January 18, 1914. 
Lafayette College conferred upon him the degree of Doctor of Divinity 
in 1895. 


REVEREND GEORGE MATLACK HICKMAN 


Reverend George Matlack Hickman was born in West Chester, 
Pennsylvania, December 21, 1857, and attended Washington and Jef- 
ferson College and Princeton Theological Seminary. He was ordained 
by the Westminster Presbytery, June 24, 1884 and transferred to the 
New Castle Presbytery and installed in the First Church, Wilmington, 
October 23, 1888. After serving this church four years, he removed to 
Tacoma, Washington, where he remained in 1892, 1893. He served 
several churches in Pennsylvania and is at present living in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. Washington and Jefferson College conferred the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity in 1906. 


REVEREND JOSEPH ROBERT MILLIGAN 


Reverend Joseph Robert Milligan was born in Pittsburgh, Penn-— 
sylvania, May 25, 1844. Graduating from Dartmouth College in 1862, . . 
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he entered business but in 1865 went to Princeton Seminary for three 
years. He served several churches in New Jersey and Maryland and 
in 1892 came to First Church, Wilmington and from 1898-1901 served 
as stated supply of Olivet Church in this City. 


From 1901 he was pastor of Saint George's, Delaware until his 
honorable retirement in 1921. 


Dartmouth College conferred the degree of Doctor of Divinity 
in 1895. Doctor Milligan died in Baltimore, Maryland, June 1, 1936. 


REVEREND WILLIAM MAIN SCHALL 


Reverend William Main Schall, a pastor of the Old First Church, 
was born in Philadelphia, July 23, 1871 and is the twin brother of 
John Hubley Schall, M.D., of New York. He is a graduate of New 
Windsor College, Class of ’92 and of Princeton Theological Seminary, 
Class of ’95. He was ordained by the Presbytery of Philadelphia May 
28, 1895 and has had pastorates in Philadelphia, Brooklyn and else- 
where. 


Mr. Schall came to Wilmington on the second Sunday in January, 
1898 and remained until June, 1901. He was installed April 28, 1898. 
While here, he received a call from Teller, Alaska, on the Yukon. This 
he declined, but went to the Second Presbyterian Church, of Flandreau, 
South Dakota. 


On October 1, 1916 the Presbytery of Philadelphia appointed him 
Presbyterian Chaplain at the Philadelphia General Hospital. He con- 
siders this the crowning work of his ministry, in which he is still happily 
engaged, averaging a thousand calls a month among the 2,000 patients. 
It is the oldest one of the three largest hospitals in the United States. 
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REVEREND CHARLES S. STEVENS 


Reverend Charles S. Stevens was born July 26th, 1869 in Lower 
Township, Cape May County, New Jersey, His forebears were vigorous, 
long-lived, God fearing people and largely followed the sea for a liveli- 
hood. He prepared for college in the Blair Presbyterial Academy, at 
Blairstown, New Jersey. Completing the preparatory course, he entered 
Princeton University and received his four years’ degree. After following 
for two years the study of law and editorial work, he decided to enter 
a Theological Seminary. He was ordained by the Philadelphia Presby- 
tery, and after a year as associate pastor in Calvary Church, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, went to California as pastor of First Church, Long Beach, 
and then to Central Church, Los Angeles. He came to Wilmington, 
Delaware in 1902-1906 (?). Since then he has been acting as supply at 
various churches throughout the East. The degree of Doctor of Divin- 
ity was conferred on Doctor Stevens by the School.of Prophets in 1896. 


REVEREND GEORGE FRANK NASON 


Reverend George Frank Nason was born in Kirkville, Missouri, 
March 20th, 1868. 


He graduated from the Missouri State Normal School in that 
city—also Union Theological College and Columbia University in New 
York City, receiving his M. A. degree at Columbia. 7 


When quite a young man he studied law, but before he was ad- 
mitted to the bar decided to enter the ministry. , 


He was ordained in 1890 and held pastorates in Bowling Green, 
Missouri; Franklyn, Kentucky; New Rochelle, New York; and Wil- 
mington, Delaware. 


Mr. Nason was a man of interesting energy, a constant student, a 
zealous advocate of any cause which enlisted his support. Earnest in 
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manner, positive in his convictions, and genial and brilliant in conversa- 
tion. Perhaps his strongest characteristic was the tolerance and charity 
evinced for the faith and opinion of othets. 


Mr. Nason died July 3, 1913, at his home near Wilmington; First 
Presbyterian Church being his last pastorate, serving from 1906 to 
1909. 


REVEREND JOSEPH Ross STONESIFER 


Reverend Joseph Ross Stonesifer, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church, June 1, 1910 to June 1, 1919, assumed the pastorate imme- 
diately after graduation from the Princeton Theological Seminary. Grad- 
uated from Dickerson College with the degree of Bachelor of Arts, he 
holds the degree of Master of Arts from the same institution. 


During this pastorate the church celebrated its one hundred and - 
seventy-fifth anniversary and the Sunday School its one hundredth. The 
membership increased from 165 to 373. A deaconess and church sec- 
-tetary were engaged as assistants to the pastor and during the last year 
the support of a foreign missionary was assumed. The publication of 
a weekly church bulletin was also begun. 


With the sale of ninety feet of the old cemetery along Tenth 
Street, running from Market to King Streets, for a public library, a 
movement was begun which ultimately resulted in vacating and selling 
the cemetery and other church property. 


During the World War, at the request of the National Service 
Commission, the pastor was released to serve as a volunteer chaplain 
in the army and aviation camps about Newport News, Virginia, and the 
naval base at Norfolk. 
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His resignation was accepted with regret on May 7, 1919 and Mr. 
Stonesifer accepted the pastorate of the First Presbyterian Church, 
Stroudsburg, Pennsylvania.

REVEREND GEORGE FRANKLIN WISWELL 


Reverend George Franklin Wiswell was born at Whitehall, New 
York, May 29, 1820. He was educated at Middlebury College, Ver- 
mont, and Union Theological Seminary. “On the 1st of January, 1856, 
a call was unanimously made for the pastoral services of Reverend George 
F. Wiswell, then in charge of the Second Presbyterian Church of 
Peekskill, New York, who, having accepted, was transferred by his 
Presbytery and took charge of this congregation on March 2d, 1856, 
and on March 16th, administered the Lord’s Supper for the first time 
to the Church, consisting of ninety-three members.’’ He severed his 
connection with Central Church in 1867 and died in Washington, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, July 14, 1892. 


REVEREND CHARLES DANNELLY SHAW 


Reverend Charles Dannelly Shaw, the second pastor of Central 
Presbyterian Church, was born in Philadelphia, December 17, 1834, 
received his diploma from Union Theological Seminary in 1862. After 
pastorates in Newark and Patterson, New Jersey, he came to Wilming- 
ton in 1867. The Minutes of the New Castle Presbytery, December 28, 
1871, state “Rev. Chas. D. Shaw asked leave to resign the pastoral 
charge of the Central Church, Wilmington, assigning as his reason the 
fact that he had received a call from the Second Church of Springfield, 
Illinois, which he thought it to be his duty to accept; ...”’ Then 
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commissioners from the Central Church presented a paper expressing 
a high appreciation of their pastor’s ability and usefulness, .. . “After 
full consideration of the case, Mr. Shaw’s request was granted and the 
- pastoral relation between him and the Central Church was dissolved.” 


He served Springfield, Illinois, 1872-1874 and the Second Church, 
Patterson from 1874 until his death November 12, 1909. New York 
University gave him the degree of Doctor of Divinity in 1881. 


REVEREND JOHN PARSONS CONKEY 


Reverend John Parsons Conkey was born in Martinsburg, New 
York, July 24, 1823, graduated from Princeton Theological Seminary in 
1858. He served churches in Iowa and Pennsylvania and was connected 
with the Presbyterian Board of Home Mission from 1865-1867. Pas- 
tor of Central Presbyterian Church May 21, 1872 to 1875. In 1876 the 
University of Delaware conferred the degree of Doctor of Divinity. 
He died in Dubuque, Iowa, July 7, 1890. 


REVEREND JEREMIAH HowArD NIXON 


Reverend Jeremiah Howard Dixon was born in Kent County, 
Delaware, November 27, 1829 and attended the College of New Jer- 
sey in 1851 and the Princeton Theological Seminary from 1853-1856. 
He was ordained in Presbytery of Troy, June 26, 1856, serving several 
churches in New York and Indiana and Missouri. 


He was president of the Lindenwood Female College, Saint 
Charles, Missouri from 1871-1876. 
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The New Castle Presbytery Minutes give the following: Sep- 
tember 27, 1876, “Reverend J. Howard Nixon, D.D. of the Presbytery 
of Saint Louis, being present, was invited to sit as a Corresponding 
member. Doctor Nixon presented a letter of dismission from the 
Presbytery of Saint Louis, with a request to be received as a member 
of this Presbytery. His request was granted and his name ordered to 
be enrolled.’’ At the same meeting a call for his services was presented 
by the Central Church of Wilmington, amount of salary to be $2400 
with free use of “the parsonage’, which he accepted; installation to take 
place October 10 at 7:30 o’clock, P.M. He was pastor from 1876 to 
1888. He died in 1893. 


REVEREND WILLIAM PALEY SWARTZ 


Reverend William Paley Swartz was born in Circleville, Ohio, 
December 24, 1858. He received his theological training at Gettysburg 
Theological Seminary and graduated in 1884. He was ordained by the 
General Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Church of Western Penn- 
sylvania in 1884. He served under the Foreign Mission Board of the 
Luthern Church at a missionary to India 1884-1887. 


He supplied the Fifth Presbyterian Church of Trenton, New 
Jersey in 1887 and ’88, and came to Wilmington and was installed in 
Central Church, October 19, 1888. The pastoral relations were dis- 
solved March 24, 1896. From here he went to First Church, Pough- 
keepsie, New York. He was the author of the following tracts, “In or 
Out, or the Young Men of the Churches,” “The Family and Religion,” 
“The Authority of the Sunday Sabbath,’ “Is the Bible Trustworthy?”, 
“The Gospel for the Times.” 


Mr. Swartz died April 3, 1915.

REVEREND THOMAS ALEXANDER MCGURDY 


Reverend Thomas Alexander McCurdy was born in Indiana 
County, Pennsylvania, January 18, 1839. He attended the Western 
Theological Seminary 1862-65. Licensed by the Presbytery of Salts- 
burg on December 30, 1864. He was ordained on July 26, 1865 by 
Presbytery of Steubenville. Doctor McCurdy served several churches 
in Ohio and western Pennsylvania and as president of Macalister Col- 
lege, Minnesota, from 1884-1890. He was pastor of First Church, 
Peoria, Illinois, 1890-96 and was installed pastor of Central Church, 
Wilmington, July 7, 1896. These relations were dissolved October 
1, 1907. Doctor McCurdy died March 1, 1915. 


REVEREND JOSIAH H. CRAWFORD 


Reverend Josiah H. Crawford, born in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
August 1, 1870. 


Prepared for college in public and private schools. Graduated 
from Princeton University in 1896 with the degree of A.B., from 
Princeton Theological Seminary in 1899. Received the degree of Master 
of Arts from Princeton University in 1900. Ordained to the Ministry, 
May 25, 1899 by the Presbytery of Monmouth. Served the Central 
Church of Wilmington, Delaware from 1908 to 1920. In the later 
year united the First and the Central Churches and served as stated 
supply for the united church until resigning July 1, 1920. His present 
pastorate is the Franklin Street Presbyterian Church, Elmira, New York.

REVEREND AQUILLA WEBB 


On his father’s side his ancestors came from England. Samuel 
Banks Webb, great-grandfather, lived in Virginia and was a special 
aide under General Washington. Aquilla Webb, grandfather, was born 
in Virginia and was a drummer boy in the War of 1812. Theodore 
Webb, father, served in Union Army in the Civil War. 


On his mother’s side his ancestors came from Coleraine, Ireland. 
William Carson emigrated to this country when a child. 


Aquilla Webb was the son of Theodore Webb and Elizabeth 
Carson. Born in Zaleski, Ohio. Graduated from Zaleski Public 
Schools. Received Bachelor of Arts and Master of Arts from Ohio 
Wesleyan University. He received his theological education at Harvard 
University. The Degree of Doctor of Philosophy was conferred by 
Taylor University, Indiana. Center College, Danville, Kentucky, con- 
ferred on him the degree of Doctor of Divinity and Kentucky State 
University the degree of Doctor of Laws. 


Doctor Webb served First and Central Presbyterian Church from 
1921 to 1932. In the later year he entered upon the Presidency of 
Washington College, Tennessee. 


REVEREND HAROLD SAMUEL LAIRD 


Reverend Harold Samuel Laird was born in Newcastle, Pennsyl- 
vania, August 8, 1891. Graduated from Lafayette College, 1914. At- 
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tended Princeton Theological Seminary 1914-1917. Ordained by 
Presbytery of Baltimore, May 17, 1917. 


He served Arlington Church, Baltimore 1917-1919; J. Addison 
Henry Memorial Church, Philadelphia 1919-1924; Lewistown, Penn- 
sylvania 1924-1927; and Collingswood, New Jersey 1927-1933. He 
was installed at First and Central Church, Wilmington, June 29, 1933 
and left June, 1936. 


REVEREND WILLARD GLENN PURDY 


Reverend Willard Glenn Purdy was born in Elgin, Illinois, October 
6, 1892. He graduated from the Elgin Public Schools in 1912 and then 
entered Coe College, Cedar Rapids, Iowa, receiving the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts in 1916. 


Serving as Y.M.C.A. Secretary in North Dakota Agricultural Col- 
lege from June, 1917 to January, 1918 and as a Company Commander 
of United States Navy 1918 to 1919, he then attended Princeton Theo- 
logical Seminary from 1919 to 1921. He acted as a supply to Grace 
Presbyterian Church, Montclair, New Jersey, 1919-1921 and was in- 
stalled pastor in 1921 and served that church until 1937 when he ac- 
cepted the call to the First and Central Church. 


Coe College conferred the degree of Doctor of Divinity in 1926.
